Smoking, Drinking Bills A m ong Avalanche That Hit Legislature 


INDIANAPOLIS (H PI) 
A new avalanche of bills 
descended on the 1976 Indiana Legislature including 
those that would prohibit smoking in public areas, lower 
the legal drinking age to 1H, permit statew ide banking 
and extend direct prim ary nomination to all state 
offices. 
The lawmakers, in their third session day of the 30 
allotted them, 
today 
heard com m ittee debate on 
reassessment delay, one of the m ajor items of this 
session. 
The Senate’s main work Monday when it reconvened 
after a Nov. 18 organizational opening was to seat Jean 
Sullivan in place of her husband, Leo, who resigned 
because of poor health. Senate President pro tem Phillip 
E. Gutman assigned Sen. Sullivan to the chairmanship 
of the military affairs subcommittee of the Public 
Policy and 
Interstate Cooperation 
Committee 
her 
husband had held 


In the House, a resolution calling on Congress to 
restore prayer in schools passed by voice vote and w as 
sent to the House. The representatives also held an open 
house in their new individual offices in the ISTA 
Building across the street from the Statehouse. 
Two bills to prohibit smoking were introduced in the 
House, one in public arenas and the other in other public 
areas. Two physicians — Ors. Anthony Pizzo, D- 
Bloomington, and 
Floyd Coleman, 
R-Waterloo, are 
among the six authors of the two bills. 


The bill to lower the legal drinking age to 18 w as 
introduced by Reps. Stanley G. Jones, D-West Lafayette, 
and Marilyn Schultz, D-Bloomington, both representing 
large state university communities. 


Sen. Morris Mills, R-Indianapolis, introduced a bill 
that would allow statew ide banking through removing a 
ban against a bank holding company having banks in 


more than one county. Mills also introduced a bill -

bargaining to wages, hours and wage-related fringe 
benefits and making other changes in the 1975 law. 
Direct prim ary nomination of ail state officials — a 
move 
that 
would end 
the 
important 
of 
political 
conventions — is proposed in a bill introduced by Sen. 
Robert Fair, D-Princeton. The transfer of nomination 
from convention system to direct primary began in the 
1975 Indiana Legislature with offices of U.S. senator, 
governor and lieutenant governor. F air’s bill would 
expand this to include secretary of state, auditor, 
treasurer, attorney general, school superintendent and 
courts clerk and reporter. 
Fair also was the author of a bill to limit campaign 
expenditures to $100,000 for any state-wide office, 
$25,000 for a multi-county office of $10,000 for an office 
within one county. 


Sen. Patrick Carroll, DBloomington, introduced a 
public campaign financing bill providing for taxpayers 
to dedicate one dollar each of their income refunds to a 
kitty from which the candidates for public office would 
draw money, somewhat as the federal presidential 
candidate campaign fund works. 


Other election-related bills am ong the more than 300 
measures introduced Monday provide for secrecy of 
party affiliations in primary voting and updating of 
Indiana’s election corruption practices act. 


Both chambers had a stack of bills concerned with 
public utilities and consumerism Included were bills to 
increase the number of commissioners on the Indiana 
Public Service Commission from three to five, regulate 
advertising expenditures by public utilities, a consumer 
bill of rights and limitation on appointment of PSC 
commissioners who previously had worked for utilities.

Commissioners

A new trash collection con­ 
tract and approval of a health 
ordinance were approved by the 
Rush County Commissioners at 
their first meeting of the year 
Monday. 


On the advice of County 
Attorney Rick Levi it was stated 
that an agreem ent in writing 
between Rush County National 
Bank and the County Com­ 
missioners would have to be 
made, following the filing of a 
claim for $312.50 to compensate 
for trustee fees. 


The hank filed the claim after 
32 months of being trustee for 
the Rush 
County Sheriff’s 
Department retirement plan. 


As set out by the contract of 
the bank and the county, in 
order to pay the claim an 
agreement has to be obtained in 
writing as to the amount for 
each year and a claim has to be 
filed each year 


The contract was signed in 
May, 1973, and this is the first 
claim the bank has filed 


In order for this debt to be 
paid additional money has to be 
appropriated as it was not set 
out in the budget 


A contract with Gooding

signed, with Gooding to haul 
trash from the 13 collection sites

The new Rush County Court is 
now in action Already Judge 
Jerry Miller has heard one case 
in his new capacity as County 
Court Judge, but 
there are 
many things he wishes to do 
with his new job. 


“Of course, my prim e ob­ 
jective is to serve the people of 
Rush County in any areas where 
they have not had the readily

available opportunity to be 
helped in the courts,” Judge 
Miller said. “ And by doing that. 
I hope to accomplish my overall 
goal of expediting many of the 
cases which beforehand have 
taken a back seat.” 
The 1975 Indiana legislature 
established the position to which 
Judge M iller was recently 
appointed and approved 
The 
move to bring the County Court 
to Indiana counties serves as the 
replacement for the now defunct 
J P. Court system. 
Judge Miller finds his role 
more challenging than that of 
the J P., mainly because his 
court is a court of record 
“Any appeal of decisions in 
my court goes the same route as 
those handled in the Circuit 
Court of Rush County,” Judge 
Miller said “We are a court of 
record, and we can furnish 
transcripts 
to the Appellate 
Court and Supreme Court of 
Indiana 
The Justice of the 
Peace court was not a court of 
record ’’ 
This procedure discourages 
“forum shopping” according to 
the new judge, or the search for 
a better court to handle things 
that could be handled in a lower 
court without taking up time in 
higher courts. 
Advantages of the Counts 
Court are numerous, according 
to the judge. 
The County Court can handle 
civil suits involving up to $3,OOO 
in damages The legislature also 
provided for a six-man jury in 
the 
county 
courts, 
when 
defendants request a jury trial. 
This will undoubtedly assist the 
Circuit Court by taking care of 
civil suits that have caused a 
logjam in the highest court in 
Rush County. 
Judge Miller also feels that 
having a person conducting ti <• 


court with a legal background 
has its advantages, also He still 
m aintains 
a 
private 
law 
practice in Knightstown 
"The formality of the court 
will also 
serve 
as an 
ad­ 
vantage,” Judge Miller said “ It 
will help abolish the ideas of the 
‘kangaroo court’ system " 
But yet the County Court also 
has its "common side" which is 
designed to help people “We 
are geared 
towards helping 
people,” Judge 
Miller said 
“That was 
the 
legislature's 
intent.” 
In that respect, it is now 
possible for people to go into the 
court 
and 
file 
their 
own 
lawsuits—up to the $3,000 limit 
Small Claims Court, as it is 
commonly called, enables the 
County Court to provide in­ 
structions for the filing of such 
claims 
"As an example, such as a 
landlord-tenant case in which 
the landlord has not been able to 
collect rent, the landlord can 
come to the County Court, and 
with the pre-printed court in­ 
structions. file suit against the 
tenant without a lawyer." the 
judge pointed out 
Then, according to the judge, 
both parties can be called in and 
the matter can be settled as he 
sits in and listens to both sides. 
His decision then stands, unless 
appealed to the Appellate Court 
of Indiana 
Judge Miller encourages this 
action, in claims up to $1,500 
"In claims of $1,500or more, it 
is necessary 
to 
have legal 
assistance in most cases,' 
according to the judge. 
This “ do-it-yourself” type 
court is also outlined for traffic 
offenses, 
excluding 
m ajor 
traffic violations 
"The legislature provided for 
a Traffic Violations Bureau in 


my court,” Judge Miller said 
“Traffic citations can be han­ 
dled in two different ways. In 
most cases, traffic violators will 
not even have to appear before 
m e 
the 
way 
the 
Traffic 
Violations Bureau is set up.” 
Traffic violators, excluding 
those who were cited for driving 
under the influence, reckless 
driving. 
d riv in g 
while 
.suspended, operating a motor 
vehicle w ithout 
a 
license. 
.speeding violations in excess of 
15 miles per hour over the speed 
limit, leaving the scene of an 
accident, or a repeat offender 
within 12 months of the last 
citation, have an easily ac 
cessable way to pay their fines. 
If a person wants to plead 
guilty for the citations, except 
those outlined, he does not have 
to appear before Judge Miller 
They merely have to go to the 
court clerk, plead guilty and pay 
their fine lf the Court Clerk is 
not in the office, the Deputy 
Traffic Violations clerk at the 
Rush County Sheriff’s depart 
ment can dispose of the case. It 
eliminates much time normally 
spent by the formality of ap­ 
pearing before the judge 
Circuit 
Court 
Judge 
G 
Richard Pile is very pleased 
with the advent of the County 
Court. 
“ I have high hopes for it,” 
Judge Pile said "It will relieve 
me of a number of the smaller 
cases in both the civil and 
criminal areas,” he added 
"The County Court totally 
eliminated a need for a Superior 
Court in Rush County for the 
forseeable future," Judge Pile 
said 
"We now have all the 
courts that the county needs 
Judge Pile also agreed that 
the court will handle many of 
the cases previously filed in his 
See COURT.

Roehling also noted that new 
business starts increased during 
1975. “If we only go by the 
number of ribbon cuttings that 
took place, we can safely con 
elude that retail development is 
on the rise," he said 
Bob VanHuss, a director of 
the Chamber and vice president 
of the Rush County National 
Bank, said 
"T he 
banking 
community in the county, I 
believe, experienced significant 
growth during the past year 
Since our economy is based on 
agriculture, what we do, and 
what the county economy does, 
is dependent on the success of 
our farmers. We look for 1976 to 
be at least as good as the past 
year for county farm ers. Some 
economists say there will be a 
slight drop in farm prices, but 
w e’re hoping that won’t hap 
pen.” 


VanHuss added that while 
banking activity was not as 
great during 1975 as it has been 
in other years, modest growth 
can be expected for the coming 
12 months in the banking sector 
of the county economy. 


Jack

Chamber director and owner 


m an ag er ol the local Ben 
Franklin Store, said, “ I frankly 
expect 
the 
county 
retail 
business sector to show at least 
a 15 per cent growth rate during 
1976 
G enerally speaking, I 
think business was good during 
1975 for most retailers in the 
county 
Rush County 
wasn't 
affected nearly as much as 
other areas during the recent 
recessionary period that we’ve 
just gone through. A lot of that 
was due to the stability of our 
farm ing community, and now 
that 
unemployment 
is going 
dowii, I think we can expect to 
see more moderate growth in 
the sale of retail goods ” 
Wil Cameron, owner of Waite 
Drugs and another Chamber 
director, said he expects retail 
business in the county to remain
